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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Upon further consideration of the claims, Examiner has determined that a restriction 
requirement is deemed necessary because the separate inventions being claimed are a serious 
search and examination burden. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to Driver ICs, first clock signal and second clock signal, 
classified in class 345, subclass 99. 

II. Claim 1 1 , drawn to displacing phase between odd numbered dots and even 
numbered dots, classified in class 345, subclass 209. 

III. Claim 12, drawn to output pin arrangement, classified in class 349, subclass 56. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as Driver ICs, first clock signals and 
second clock signals which does not require displacing phase between odd numbered dots and 
even numbered dots, as recited in subcombination II.

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse.
